A home and the love of a family at 
Christmas are almost taken for 
granted by many people.

year old boy now living in 
Wilmington, these are a totally new 
experience. 


Keith Kwon Pearlstein is spending 
his first Christmas in the United 
States. A Korean orphan, he arrived 
at Kennedy Airport on November 30, 
and was greeted by his new family, 
Harvey and Ellen Pearlstein and 
their son Eric. 

“He hasn't been out of arms for a 
month,” said Ellen Pearlstein. “he 
never had any affection." 

The Pearlsteins had been waiting 
almost a year for the adoption process 
to take its course. Keith arrived just 
in time for his fifth birthday, 
December 5. He has spent his entire 
life in Korean orphanages. His name 
was Kwon Woo In. 

Mrs. Pearlstein was worried about

language barriers. Would she be able 
to understand if something were 
wrong? Communication, though, has 
not proven to be a problem. Keith 
manages to make his needs known. 

There are times, though, when he 
will speak in Korean. “Sometimes 
he's so serious, I'd give anything to 
know what he’s saying.” said Mrs. 
Pearlstein, 

Keith has been learning English 
and seven-yedr-old Eric has been his 
best teacher. Eric's influence shows 
up when Keith is shown a blue figure 
in a red cape “Superman!” says 
Keith. He doesn't speak in sentences 
yet, but is learning how to sing 
“Jingle Bells.” 

Life in an orphanage has given 
Keith a skill with paper. Having no 
toys, he learned to make his own out 
of paper. He can fold paper hats, 
planes and guns.

town meeting vote 


There are still a few reverberations 
of the town meeting vote of several 
weeks ago, re: housing for the elderly 
and housing for low an dmoderate 
income families. 

Onstory that has come to this paper 
is that HUD (Housing and Urban 
Development) will stop the funds for 
the Wilmington sewer, because of the 
vote. That does not seem probable. 
The funds for the sewer come from 
the federal government, but not from 
HUD. Those funds are from EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) 

Another story that has gained some 
credence is that some of the 
proponents of the change in bylaws 


will ask Rep. Miceli to ‘do 
something" about the situation, as 
shown in the Town Crier a few weeks 
ago. The vote, it will be remembered, 
was not in accordance with the 
statutes of the Commonwealth, 
inasmuch as no attention was paid to 
the Wilmington town manager act 

Rep. Miceli reports to the Town 
Crier that in no way will he attempt to 
“correct” the situation. He seems to 
have been asked to. 

Miceli is emphatic on this point 
That was a town meeting vote, he told 
this paper, and as such it has to be 
treated as the law provides.

Zafiropoulo has been in the plasma 
processes for the past 20 years.

E, being a sales manager 
Drytek is planning to introduce 
several new products for the semi- 
conductor industry. The firm 
believes the new systems will provide 
significant improvements over 
existing dry plasma process equip- 
ment. 

One of the first systems to be in- 
troduced will be a “cassette plasma 
ether.” It is planned to provide a 
substantial increase in wafer output, 
over currently available single wafer 
and multiple wafer plasma systems. 
It will utilize only a very small 
amount of clean room space. 

The wafer system as planned by 
Drytek may be described as a “third 
step" in computer technology, 
providing 64,000 bits of information in 
a small disc half the size of a tea 
saucer

Dear Larz: 

To answer the questions put to the 
union of Public Buildings and 
Grounds Department employees. 

On the question of who runs the 
town, unions or bosses - one only has 
to attend negotiating sessions to 
answer that one. 

Wilmington town officials are very 
adept at projecting the interests of the 
general public, every gain the union 
has made over the years has been the 
product of hard bargaining and 
usually only won or lost because of 
proof it was in the best interests of the 
townspeople. 

As to having custodians present at 
all outside functions, it has been a 
sad, but realistic fact in surrounding 
townships, that buildings used by 
groups without custodians in at- 
tendance has resulted in buildings 
being left open after events, toilet 
facilities being damaged, lights left 
on, thermostats being damaged, etc;

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The treasure of Admiral Nakhimov 


A news story in the daily 
newspapers last October told of at- 
tempts to regain 20,000 ingots of gold 
and platinum from the sea, near the 
Japanese island of Tsushima. That 
island is ina strait of the same name, 
leading to the sea that separates 
Japan from the mainland of Asia. 


The Battle of Tsushima was fought 
there, 75 years ago. It was between a 
Japanese fleet and a fleet of the 
Imperial! Russian Navy, commanded 
by Vice Admiral Z. P. Rozh- 
destvensky, For the Russians it was 
an absolute disaster. 

‘That battle was a part of the events 
that led tothe October revolution in 
1905, and the 1917 revolution, twenty 
odd years later, 

Tsushima is among the subjects of 
which the writer has read. It is also a 
subject of which the writer has heard. 
Half a century ago an ex-Russian 
seaman told him of the Baltic Fleet 
and of the Battle of Tsushima Strait, 
which occured on May 27, 1905. That 
man seems to have served on the 
Admiral Nakhimov. It was of that 
ship that he told his tale. 

The writer, however, did not know 
of the treasure on the Admiral 
Nakhimov. When that became known, 
last October, it was a complete sur- 
prise, 

The treasure on that ship, in the 
form of ingots of gold and platinum, is 
estimated to be worth between $4 
billion and $40 billion. The ship sank 
fas the result of damage from the 
gunnery of the Japanese Navy, during 
the Battle of Tsushima Strait. The 
hulk lies in water said to be 300 feet 
deep. 

The Japanese, the US newspapers 
reported, have been trying to get that 
treasure for years. They have been 
foiled by the circumstances of cold 
deep water, giant conger eels, and the 
armor plate of that sunken warship. 

British divers were employed, some 
of whom lost their lives 

An 80 year old white haired 
billionaire financed the operations. 
He is a man who was shunned by 
many of his fellow Japanese as a 
Suspected war criminal, but now, 
having found the treasure, he has 
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earned some grudging admiration. 

There is also an international row, 
over the ownership of the treasure. 
‘The Soviets of the present day Russia 
claim it is their treasure, because it 
was on a Russian vessel, 

‘This raises questions in Admiralty, 
the law that prevails on the sea. 

Was it in fact a Russian vessel when 
it sank? 

Was it perhaps a Japanese vessel - 
that is, had the Japanese Navy taken 
possession of it? 

Is the fact that it was sunk by 
gunfire from the Japanese ships of 
material meaning? 

Is the fact that the Admiral 
Nakhimov has, for 75 years, been at 
the bottom of the sea, but only a few 
miles from the Island of Tsushima 
mean that the ship is Japanese - 
because Tsushima is Japanese? 

These are a few of the questions 
that the Proctors in Admiralty will 
eventually have to solve. A Proctor is 
a lawyer who specializes in law 
pertaining to the sea. 

Ryoichi Sasakawa, the 80 year old 
billionaire, is described as a staunch 
anti-communist, a former fascist, a 
political power broker, and an in- 
fluential business fixer. He is also one 
of Japan's best known philan- 
thropists. 

Saskawa last fall, at a press con- 
ference, exhibited a few bars of 
platinum which had been recovered 
from the Admiral Nakhimov. He is 
‘one of the sources for the statement 
that there are 20,000 ingots in the hulk 
of that ship. 

The treasure is supposed to have 
been planned by Tsar Nicholas to 
have been used to purchase ships and 
materials of war, in the Far East, 
with which to fight the Japanese. 

Sasakawa is reported to have said 
he has no intentions of keeping the 
treasure for himself. He has. 
suggested using some of it for the 
purpose of eliminating some tropical 
diseases, 

He has also suggested, with more 
than a little humor, to trade some of 
it, or all of it, to the Soviets, in return 
for the islands that Russia seized 
from Japan at the end of World War 
IL. 
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‘The Proctors in Admiralty may 
have a grand time, fighting over the 
ownership of that treasure. 

‘The Russian ships 

The Imperial Russian Navy had 
several fleets. One was in the Far 
East, and was called the Pacific 
Squadron. This was the fleet which 
was sunk by the Japanese Navy, at 
the beginning of the Russian 
Japanese fighting. 

Tt was a sneak attack that sunk the 
Pacific Squadron. The Japanese 
Navy used the same tactics in 
December 191, when it attacked 
Pearl Harbor. 

The Baltic Fleet, as a consequence, 
was sent to the Pacific, and became 
named the Second Pacific Squadron. 
It was an incredible voyage, poorly 
managed, around South Africa. One 
item was the sinking of some British 
fishing boats, on the Dogger Bank, in 
the North Sea, because the Russians 
suspected they were Japanese 
destroyers. 

(A modern Soviet writer, about 
1955, claimed the fishing boats on 
Dogger Bank were there as a 
provocation to the Russian fleet. 
That's a rather wild statement, but it 
does show that the modern Soviets are 
still studying the story of that Baltic 
Fleet. That may be significant.) 

Alll the ships were, of course, coal 
burners. There were tremendous 
problems in logistics, as a result 

Eight of the ships in the Baltic Fleet 
were classed as First Class Ironclads. 

Five of them displaced over 15,000 
tons, and were of recent construction. 
Two, a little older, were about 10,000 
tons. The eighth was the Admiral 
Nakhimov. It was named for a Naval 
hero of the Crimean War. 

‘That ship was 20 years old. It was 
armed with guns that were also 20 
years old. It was a small ship. It 
displaced only 8,500 tons. 

To say the Admiral Nakhimov was 
a First Class Ironclad is wrong. At 
best she can be called a cruiser. She 
had no place in the “line of battle” 
between the battleships of that day. 

It can be remarked, too, that the 
Russian ships were painted black, but 
with ‘conspicuous yellow 
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smokestacks. That made them 
remarkable targets in any gunnery 
fight 

Some of the Japanese ships were 
modeled after British ships, that is 
ships of the Royal Navy. Some had 
been constructed in Great Britain. All 
were painted Navy Gray, as were the 
ships of the Royal Navy, and thus 
were not so visible. 

The Japanese fired their guns by 
electricity. The Russians did not know 
how to do this. 

From any viewpoint the Battle of 
Tsushima Straits was an incredible 
event, for the Russian Navy. A fleet, 
sent many thousands of miles, was at 
the end of its voyage to fight with 
ships that had well trained crews, 
were well equipped, and only a few 
miles from their base. The battle was 
a pre-ordained disaster, for the Im. 
perial Russian Navy. 

Admiral Rhozhdestvensky 

Vice Admiral Rhozhdestvensky, the 
commander of the fleet, was to the 
Russian Navy as was Potemkin to the 
Empress Catherine, over 100 years 
earlier. He could be called the 
Potemkin of the Russian Navy 

Potemkin, as the reader will recall, 
was a courtier and advisor to the 
Empress Catherine, at about the time 
of King George II of England. She 
was called Catherine the Great 
Potemkin was, among other things, 
one of her lovers. 

He arranged many things in that 
empire. He seems to have kept the 
Empress ignorant of much that was 
happening. One of the more notable 
items, in this regard, was what was 
called Potemkin Villages. 

The Empress, at one time during 
her reign, desired to cruise down one 
of the Russian rivers. Perhaps it was 
the Volga, perhaps the Dnieper, 
possibly it was some other river. The 
name is unimportant, but what 
happened should be recalled 

Potemkin arranged the details of 
that tour. He sent carpenters down 
the river, to build a series of villages. 
and he sent peasants along, to occupy 
those villages. Only the front of the 
homes were really constructed. It 
was much like the scenery in a 
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western movie, where a facade of 
barrooms on a dusty street becomes 
the locale for a western gun fight. 

The Empress was impressed with 
the sight of her happy peasants. The 
word Potemkin still exists today, as a 
symbol of fraudulent representation. 

In an historical sense it was dif- 
ferent, for that voyage and those 
Russian peasants led to the Russian 
settlement of the Black Sea area, and 
to the establishment of such ports as 
Odessa, an important (to Russia) 
naval base. 

Admiral Rozhestvensky did just 
about the same thing, with reference 
to gunnery practice in the Imperial 
Russian Navy 

In 1902 the German Emperor 
William visited the Russian Emperor, 
Nicholas II. He arrived in his royal 
yacht, the Hohenzollern, ac- 
companied by ships of the German 
Navy. The Russian Tsar was in his 
royal yacht, and was accompanied by 
ships of his Imperial Navy 

The meeting place was in Reval, a 
Baltic seaport, and a Russian naval 
base. The newspapers of that day (or 
some of them) reported it to be a 
meeting between ‘Nicky" and 

and such in fact it was. 

Nicky, of course, had to show off his 
Imperial Navy to Willy. The naval 
might of Russia had to be displayed. 
Gunnery would be a part of this, 
demonstrations on the fire power of 
those battleships. 

This meant that Rear Admiral 
Rozhdestvensky had work to do. He 
was the admiral in charge of gunnery 
training in the Baltic fleet 

He ordered the construction of 
targets, on rafts. The targets were 
constructed as flimsily as possible 
Anything over a slight breeze would 
cause them to fall to pieces, just as if 
they had been hit by a projectile from 
a Russian gun. 

Call them Potemkin Targets, for 
such they were. 

The ships of the Russian Navy thus 
achieved some wonderous target 
shooting. Willy and Nicky watched 
the demonstration. Nicky was sur- 
prised and delighted. Willy was just 
as surprised at the superb gunnery. 
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Willy told Nicky that Rear Admiral 
Rozhdestvensky was one of the best 
admirals he had ever seen. He wished 
he had some as good. 

Nicky promoted Rozhdestvensky to 
the rank of Vice Admiral, within a few 
months, And, a few years later, when 
it became time to send the Baltic fleet 
to the Far East, to fight Japan, it was 
Vice Admiral Rozhdestvensky who 
commanded that fleet. 

Rozhdestvensky, the Potemkin 
Target Maker, led that fleet to its 
doom, in the Straits of Tsushima. 

What flag? 

What flag was the Admiral 
Nakhimov flying, when it sank, near 
the Island of Tsushima? 

The question can be of some im- 
portance, now that the gold and 
platinum on that ship is said to equal 
20,000 ingots. Japan and Russia claim 
the fortune. None of the recent 
newspaper accounts seem to be able 
to enlighten the public 

The Japanese navy made a special 
effort to “capture” every Russian 
ship, before it sank 

The Japanese launched small 
boats, near the sinking vessels. A 
Japanese officer would go on board 
and hoist the Japanese flag. This was 
toensure that, even if the ship sank, it 
was captured Japanese property. 

It is thus to be presumed that today 
the Japanese government is certain 
that the Admiral Nakhimoyv is (or 
was) a Japanese vessel when it sank, 
A Japanese officer did (according to 
the tale told the writer) board that 
vessel, and did hoist the Japanese flag 
before it sank. 

‘That Japanese officer did not know 
that the Russian commander was still 
on board. He had ordered abandon 
ship, but he remained on board. 

After the Japanese officer had left 
the sinking vessel the Russian 
Commander went aft, and again 
raised the flag of Imperial Russia, the 
Cross of St. Andrew, And it was that 
Russian ensign that was flying on that 
ship, when it sank 

That's the tale the writer heard, 
about half a century ago from an ex- 
Russian seaman, Admiralty Proctors 
of the world, please take notice

Selectman Dick Trueba said he 
feels there is some merit to the card 
system.

Pattison did report, however, that 
there are situations where people 
reverse their meters, so that the town 
sometimes even seems to owe the 
homeowner money. 

There will be more discussion on 
the matter during the DPW budget 
deliberations. 

DPW boulders 


There is a string of boulders across 
the parking lot at the DPW garage at 
Pine Street and Whipple Road. 
Selectman Dick Morris doesn’t like it, 
and he wants those boulders removed. 
He doesn’t like the looks, he says. 

DPW Supt. Phil Pattison put those 
boulders there for two reasons, he told 
the selectmen. The first is that there 
are people who use offices in the DPW 
building, and don’t lock the gate when 
they go out. The second reason is to 
prevent unauthorized access to parts 
of the area because the gate is open. 
Sometimes people cut through from 
Pine Street to Whipple Road, or the 
other way, to make short cuts, and 
Pattison is afraid of an accident. 

With the boulders in place, Pattison 
says, instead of having problems with 
two gates he has problems with only 
one. He still has a continuing problem 
with lost keys, and with broken locks. 

Pattison told the selectmen that he 
arrives in the morning to find a key 
left in teh gas pump - “and I don't like 
itt” 

He asked that the selectmen give 
him a 90-day trial period on having 
boulders across the parking lot. 

That's what the selectmen decided 
to do, with Morris dissenting.

Libertarian speaks at Rotary 


‘The Libertarian party is one of the 
newer political parties of the United 
States. It was started in Denver, 
Colorado, in 1972. 

Jim Poulan is a project engineer at 
the Dynamics Research Corp. in 
Wilmington. A resident of Woburn, he 
is the Massachusetts state chairman 
of the Libertarian Party, and on 
December 17 he spoke to the Rotary 
Club of Wilmington, telling: of the 
goals and ideals of that party 

Libertarians are opposed to the 
geometrical expansion of the 
government. They are concerned 
with the “alphabet soup” that is 
stifling industry, that makes things 
more costly to the consumer, and 
results in a loss of liberty to the in 
dividual. The party is concerned with 
the ultimate loss of liberty through a 
draft which can be compared with 
that of the Vietnam years 

The party is unhappy about the 
increase of FBI and CIA activities, 
relative to personal liberty. They 
view the history of intervention, on 
the part of the US Government in 
other countries as wrong. This 
history, Poulan pointed out, is now 
being evidenced in Iran. 

The result of the thinking of the 
present political parties is that there 
Afe thousands of US troops abroad, 
‘spending millions of dollars. Much of 
that money could be better used dn the 
United States, 

The start, in Denver, in 1972 was 
modest. There were votes in only two 
States, In 1976 the party nominated 
Roger McBride for president and 
there were votes in 36 states 

In 1978 the Libertarian party at- 
tracted 1,800,000 votes. In 1980 it 
nominated Ed Clark for president, 
4nd Coke for vice president, and got 
Votes in all 50 states plus the District 
of Columbia. In all there were 900,000 


votes for Clark. Two state 
representatives were elected in 
Alaska, and a mayor in Bakersfield, 
California. 

The Libertarian Party is not a “one 
shot" party, like that of Congressman 
Anderson. It is, Poulan said, 
sustaining definite growth. 

His party is here to stay, and will be 
a major party by the end of the 1980s. 
It is getting more members, and with 
more members there will be a bigger 
financial growth, and more party 
recognition. 

This year it has filed bills in the 
legislature for tuition tax credits, in 
the Massachusetts income tax law, 
for students in private schools. It is to 
be a tax credit - not a deduction. 

This credit, he said, will help to take 
the load off the public schools. 

‘The Libertarian Party is in op- 
position to the minimum wage laws 
It feels the poor people are not being 
helped by these laws, but are being 
hurt. Because of the minimum wage 
laws, some of the unemployed will 
always be unemployable 

A vote for a third party candidate 
may seem to be wasted, he said, but a 
vote for a Libertarian is not wasted. 
The major parties will take notice, 
and they will employ the Libertarian 
ideas, if there are enough people 
voting. 

Poulan pointed to the history of 
Norman Thomas, who was eight 
times a candidate for president, in the 
Socialist party. He never was elected, 
but many of his ideas have been 
implemented into the present laws of 
the United States. 

The Libertarian Party, he said, is 
very concerned with the direction that 
president-elect Reagan seems to be 
taking, with reference to civil 
liberties. It will be watching him, 
closely.

Redmen, Wildcats face rebuilding winter

Local basketball coaches Dave 
Mullen and Jim Tildsley both must 
play the sometimes frustrating 
waiting game that goes with 
rebuilding a roundball program from 
the ground floor up as the 1980-81 
Merrimack Valley Conference season 
tapped-off last week. 

Both the Redmen and the Wildcats 
are crippled by the graduation of key 
varsity players and the influx of 
inexperience that naturally comes 
with the vacating of so many 
positions. 

The Redmen and the Wildcats are 
both showing the early season effects 
of going with young players with little 
varsity experience. Tewksbury is off 
to an 0-2 start, having dropped games 
to Lowell (56-42) and Dracut (48-45) in 
the opening week of MVC play. In 
both games the Redmen played well 
in spurts, only to be plagued by tur- 
novers and poor shot selection at key 
moments.

‘There will be nights when the shots 
will drop at a rate that allows the two 
teams to stay in some games and even 
post a couple of victories before the 
spring thaw. For the most part, 
however, inexperience means a high 
degree of lump-taking often a 
beneficial experience somewhere 
down the roundball road 
A look at the Tewksbury and 
Wilmington basketball fortunes for 
1980-81.

Budrewicz, who came into camp 
lugging some excess weight, was the 
sixth man a year ago and played his 
best game in the season's finale 
against Wilmington when he started 
and scored 18 points and grabbed 12 
rebounds in a 67-66 triple overtime 
loss. 

Danner and Browder are lettermen 
who played sparingly last season 
Browder appears to be a much- 
improved player, and his scoring will 
be vital to any success this team has. 

Both Farr and DiRocco have been 
Tewksbury teams’ main scoring 
thrusts since they were freshmen. 
Farr, DiRocco and Browder were the 
top three scorers for coach Steve 
Catalano’s junior varsity club a year 
ago.
